Highlights  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Monthly  Chinatown/South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Council  Held  January  16,  2001 

There  was  a  presentation  on  the  need  for  Chinese  police  officers,  especially 
women.  Exams  are  held  periodically. 

There  was  a  presentation  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  on  the  problems  of  cleanliness.  There  will  be  a  site  Cleanliness  License 
which  will  be  enforced  by  July  1,  2001.  Food  establishments  and  residences  with 
dumpsters  need  to  apply  and  comply. 

Mitchell  Bodnarchuk  presented  an  update  on  Tufts  University's  construction 
of  the  research  building  on  the  Posner  lot.  A  professional  exterminator  is  on  site. 
Paul  Lee,  Asian  liaison  for  Suffolk  Construction  is  available  for  anyone  who  has 
questions. 

Kensington  Investment  Corp.,  located  at  341  Congress  Street,  proposes  to 
develop  the  Hinge  Block  at  Washington  and  LaGrange  streets  for  a  300  unit  res¬ 
idential  structure  with  retail  on  the  first  floor.  It  will  be  27  stories,  300  feet  high 
and  contain  three  levels  of  parking,  many  by  valet  and  attendants  in  order 
to  assure  security.  Affordable  housing  will  occupy  10%  of  it.  There  will  be 
1,  2,  and  3  bedroom  units  (mostly  2  bedroom  and  2  bath).  As  proposed,  it 
will  have  a  FAR  of  15. 

A  member  of  the  audience  asked  about  a  pledge  made  by  Hunneman  in 
1994  to  include  20%  affordable  housing  at  the  development.  Ralph  Cole, 
representing  Kensington,  replied  that  was  a  promise  by  Hunneman,  but 
they  are  no  longer  in  the  picture.  "The  project  cannot  bear  20%  affordable 
housing,"  said  Cole. 

A  recommendation  was  made  to  Cole  to  study  the  cumulative  traffic 
effects,  including  all  developments  in  the  area. 

There  was  a  Parcel  "C"  update  made  by  ACDC  and  Edward  Fish.  It  will 
be  16  stories,  175  feet  high  with  254  units— 35  elderly,  98  apartments,  124 
condominiums.  BCNC  and  BAYES  will  located  on  the  Parcel.  BCNC  will 
own  their  space,  and  BAYES  may  own  their  space  too,  depending  on  a  deci¬ 
sion  by  the  BRA 

ACDC  and  Edward  Fish  asked  for  an  updated  letter  of  support  from  the 
CNC,  which  they  need  for  their  application  for  tax  credits 

The  Safety  Committee  expressed  concern  about  the  homeless.  There  will 
be  a  meeting  with  the  Boston  Police  Department  Area  A  concerning  this 
problem. 

An  election  was  held  for  co-moderator  because  Father  Hugh  O'Reagan 
finished  his  term.  A  call  was  made  for  nominations.  Mary  Soo  Hoo  nomi¬ 
nated  Father  O'Reagan  and  Ruth  Moy  seconded  it.  No  one  else  was  nomi¬ 
nated.  Father  O'Reagan  won  with  unanimous  support. 

The  subject  of  child  care  provisions  from  the  Millennium  Place  surfaced 
as  to  which  organization  will  provide  the  care.  Contact  Christine  Dunn  con¬ 
cerning  this.

Wellesley  Asian  Students  Protest,  Bring  Demands  to 
Administration 

In  response  to  the  Wellesley  administration's  inaction  on  Asian  and  Asian 
American  issues  on  campus,  Wellesley  students  launched  a  sit-in  at  the 
Administration's  offices  in  Green  Hall  in  the  morning  on  Feb.  22.  On  Feb.  14,  the 
Administration  received  a  list  of  grievances  and  demands  from  members  and 
supporters  of  the  Wellesley  Asian  Action  Movement  (WAAM),  a  coalition  of 
Wellesley  students  and  organizations.  Administrators  were  given  a  deadline  of 
3pm  on  Feb.  21  by  which  they  needed  to  commit  to  meeting  these  demands. 
Following  a  week  of  negotiations  between  the  Administration  and  WAAM, 
Wellesley  did  not  commit  to  action  on  the  Asian  and  Asian  American  issues. 

The  list  of  demands  ranged  from  hiring  a  full-time  advisor  for  students  of 
Asian  descent  (who  comprise  24%  of  the  Wellesley  student  body)  to  hiring  spe¬ 
cialists  in  South  Asian  history  and  Korean  language.  Students  also  demanded 
that  the  existing  curriculum  be  expanded  to  include  more  course  offerings  in 
Asian  American  studies,  and  that  the  13  Asian/Asian  American  organizations 
receive  office  and  meeting  space  on  campus. 

The  protest  was  instigated  by  the  Adminstration's  denial  of  tenure  to  Elena 
Creer,  a  women's  studies  professor  and  Asian-American  specialist,  according  to 


a  Feb.  25  Boston  Globe  article. 

"These  demands  are  not  frivolous,  and  they  don't  come  out  of  nowhere," 
explained  Stephanie  Chen.  "We've  been  fighting  for  these  changes  for  many 
years."  Chen,  a  senior,  is  an  Asian  American  Studies  major,  a  self-designed 
course  of  study  as  Wellesley  does  not  offer  an  official  Asian  American  Studies 
program. 

"This  movement  is  significant  not  only  because  it  benefits  students  of  all  eth¬ 
nicities  on  campus,  but  because  it  will  set  a  precedent  for  how  Wellesley,  and 
other  similar  institutions,  celebrate  multiculturalism  on  campus,"  said  Amy 
Lawler,  a  junior,  who  is  a  double  major  in  Political  Science  and  Spanish. 

In  The  Boston  Globe  article,  Mary  Ann  Hill,  director  of  public  information  at 
Wellesley,  said  that  the  two  sides  had  made  progress  and  that  there  was  mutu¬ 
al  understanding  of  the  issues  and  their  complexity.  Furthermore,  Hill  is  quot¬ 
ed  as  saying  that  the  dean  agreed  to  work  with  the  faculty  to  assure  that  three 
Asian  American  studies  courses  would  be  held  each  year.  However,  there  were 
no  reports  as  to  whether  the  Administration  agreed  to  any  of  the  other  demands 
made  by  WAAM.

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A  Look  at  Linkage  and  Community  Benefits  in  Chinatown  (Part  2)

Along  Chinatown's  northeastern  border  at  Kingston- 
Bedford/ Essex  streets  there  is  a  tremendous  hole  in  the 
ground.  While  the  One  Lincoln  Street  development  has 
begun  its  climb  up  to  its  eventual  36-story  height,  it  has 
already  stacked  up  a  significant  pile  of  money— over  $6 
million  through  linkage  and  community  benefits  pay¬ 
ments— that  has  Chinatown's  name  on  it. 

In  this  second  article  of  a  two-part  series  on  linkage 
and  community  benefits,  the  Sampan  will  account  for 
the  money  due  to  Chinatown  through  the  One  Lincoln 
Street  development. 

A  brief  history  of  the  One  Lincoln  Street 
development 

The  circumstances  surrounding  One  Lincoln  Street  are 
unique  to  development  in  Boston.  In  1986,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  envisioned  a  new 
program  called  the  parcel-to-parcel  linkage  project  that 
would  take  some  of  the  economic  energy  of  a  down¬ 
town  development  and  link  it  with  an  outlying  neigh¬ 
borhood.  Roxbury  and  Chinatown  were  chosen  as  the 
two  neighborhoods  to  benefit  from  this  harnessed  ener¬ 
gy- 

In  theory,  BRA  reports,  according  to  "Parcel  to  Parcel 
Linkage:  Who  Benefits  form  the  Redistribution  of 
Wealth?,"  a  Master's  Degree  thesis  written  for 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  by  Terry  Hum, 
stated  that  the  program  would  do  two  things.  First,  it 
would  facilitate  the  expansion  of  the  financial  district, 
and,  secondly,  it  would  "'reintegrate  Roxbury  and 
Chinatown  in  to  the  Boston  economy  by  restructuring 
their  economic  and  social  functions  to  accommodate 
the  emerging  service  economy." 

Chinatown  and  Roxbury  would  benefit  from  a 
development  that  would  create  jobs,  and  they  would 
also  receive  both  housing  and  jobs  linkage  and  com¬ 
munity  benefits. 

The  link  that  the  BRA's  program  created  between  the 
neighborhoods  was  that  in  order  for  the  developers  to 
build  downtown  at  the  Kingston/ Bedford-Essex  site, 
which  would  generate  the  most  profit,  the  developers 
also  had  to  develop  Parcel  18,  located  in  Roxbury.  In 
effect,  to  reap  profits  from  downtown  construction,  the 
developers  had  to  build  in  a  neighborhood  that  had  not 
traditionally  experienced  large-scale  development  and 
the  corresponding  community  benefits. 

Furthermore,  the  project  called  for  a  minority  partner 
to  work  with  a  commercial  developer  to  build  in  the 
two  neighborhoods.  This  would  further  benefit  the 
neighborhoods  by  including  a  minority  presence  and 
investment  in  the  actual  development  of  property.  The 
BRA  began  a  public  selection  process  for  the  minority 
partner  in  1986.  Three  groups  actively  competed  for 
the  designation  and,  in  1987,  the  BRA  chose  Columbia 
Plaza  Associates  (CPA),  consisting  of  Chinese,  African- 
American  and  Hispanic  partners. 

Then,  the  BRA  initiated  and  oversaw  a  public 
process  to  choose  a  majority  partner  and  to  put  togeth¬ 
er  the  linkage  and  community  benefits  packages.  In 
1988,  Metropolitan  Structures  was  selected  as  the 
majority  partner. 

The  Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighborhood  Council 
(CNC)  and  the  Parcel  18  Task  Force,  representing 
Roxbury,  actively  participated  in  all  negotiations,  not 
only  on  the  benefits  package,  but  also  on  the  size  and 
design  of  the  building  and  the  traffic  and  environmen¬ 
tal  impacts  of  the  development.  To  negotiate  the  bene¬ 
fits,  the  CNC  and  the  Task  Force  worked  together  on 
committees  that  addressed  the  development,  housing, 
jobs  and  childcare  aspects  of  the  benefits  package. 

"The  BRA  sat  at  the  table  while  all  of  this  was  done," 
said  Bill  Moy,  who  was  on  the  CNC  in  1988  and  now 
serves  as  its  co-moderator.  The  results  of  the  negotia¬ 
tions  were  and  continue  to  be  extraordinary.  What  is 
also  remarkable  about  the  benefits  package  is  that  it 
was  arranged  through  a  public  process  that  the  BRA 
oversaw.  Chinatown  and  Roxbury  share  all  of  the  ben¬ 
efits  and,  in  some  cases,  money  goes  to  the  city  and  the 


Neighborhood  Housing  Trust. 

One  Lincoln  Street  linkage  and  community 
benefits 

The  total  linkage  and  community  benefits  package  con¬ 
sists  of  eight  parts.  The  first  part  of  the  package  con¬ 
cerns  the  creation  of  two  seven-member  community

development  trusts— the  Chinatown  Trust  Fund 
Committee  (Chinatown  Trust)  and  the  Roxbury  Trust 
Fund  Committee.  These  trusts  were  created  through 
state  legislation  in  order  to  manage  the  distribution  of 
the  money  provided  by  the  One  Lincoln  Street  devel¬ 
opers.  The  Chinatown  Trust  consists  of  the  following 
members:  a  representative  for  State  Representative 
Salvatore  DiMasi,  a  representative  for  State  Senator 
Steven  Lynch,  Bill  Moy  and  Bak  Fun  Wong,  who  were 
appointed  by  Governor  William  Weld,  and  David  Moy, 
Richard  China  and  Linda  Chue,  who  were  appointed 
by  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn. 

Upon  the  issuance  of  the  building  permit  in 
November  2000,  the  One  Lincoln  Street  developers 
paid  $2  million  dollars  to  be  distributed  to  the  two 
Trusts  and  the  NHT.  The  first  million  was  split  evenly 
between  the  Trusts,  and  the  second  million  was  split 
three  ways  between  the  Trusts  and  the  NHT.  Between 
the  two  distributions,  the  Chinatown  Trust  currently 
holds  $833,333,  which  may  be  allocated  by  the  Trust  as 
it  sees  fit.  The  money  has  not  been  earmarked  for  a  par¬ 
ticular  use. 

But,  that  is  not  all.  An  additional  provision  dictates 
that  $800,000  should  be  split  between  the  Trusts  and 
the  city  once  a  year  for  ten  years  after  the  date  of  com¬ 
pletion.  Therefore,  the  Chinatown  Trust  will  see  a 
steady  influx  of  $266,666  over  ten  years,  ultimately 
amounting  to  just  over  $2.6  million.  This  money  could 


have  a  significant  impact  on  the  Chinatown  communi¬ 
ty  as  the  cost  of  living  is  rises.  The  Chinatown  Trust, 
according  to  Moy,  who  is  the  co-chair  of  the  Trust,  will 
soon  begin  moving  on  distribution  of  the  funds. 

"The  people  on  the  Trust  can  set  up  a  process  that  is 
outside  of  the  CNC.  We  will  hold  a  public  meeting  to 
let  people  know  that  the  money  is  there,"  said  Moy. 
"Then  we'll  have  to  set  up  a  Request  for  Proposal  [RFP] 
and  develop  the  rules  of  play." 

The  money  intended  for  the  Trusts  is  above  and 
beyond  the  traditional  linkage  payments,  which  also 
will  bring  money  into  the  community.  Chinatown  has 
already  reaped  the  benefits  of  an  advance  $1  million 
dollar  payment  made  in  1992  to  the  NHT.  Chinatown's 
portion  of  the  payment  -  $500,000-was  used  by  the 
Asian  Community  Development  Corporation  to  build 
Oak  Terrace. 

Currently,  the  NHT  is  holding  a  payment  made  in 
July  2000  by  the  developers  that  amounts  to  $2.4  mil¬ 
lion,  of  which  $1 .2  million  is  earmarked  for  Chinatown. 
The  money  is  to  be  used  on  the  sites  which  are  current¬ 
ly  known  as  Parcels  A,  B  and  C.  These  parcels  are 
located  in  the  residential  section  of  Chinatown  and  are 
bordered  by  Washington  Street  to  the  west,  Harrison 
Street  to  the  east,  the  New  England  Medical  Center  to 
the  north  and  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  to  the  south. 
There  are  no  solid  development  plans  for  Parcel  A 
because  the  Josiah  Quincy  Upper  School  is  currently 
located  there.  Oak  Terrace  is  located  on  Parcel  B,  and 
Parcel  C  is  currently  in  the  development  process. 

Half  of  the  jobs  linkage,  which  will  total  $852,000, 
has  been  paid  to  the  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust.  The 
final  payment  will  be  made  in  July  2001.  As  with  the 
housing  linkage,  the  jobs  linkage  will  be  split  between 
Roxbury  and  Chinatown,  thereby  Chinatown  will  ulti¬ 
mately  receive  $426,000.  As  is  the  case  with  the 
Millennium  Place  jobs  linkage,  the  CNC  holds  an  advi¬ 
sory  role  in  the  distribution  of  the  funds. 

Another  job-oriented  provision  is  a  commitment  to 
hiring  goals  for  Boston  residents  for  available  construc¬ 
tion  jobs  at  the  site.  For  the  more  than  1,000  construc¬ 
tion  jobs,  the  hiring  goals  are  as  follows:  50%  for  Boston 
residents,  30%  for  minorities  and  10%  for  women. 
However,  as  is  the  case  with  all  major  contract  con¬ 
struction  jobs  in  Boston,  the  project  is  restricted  to  hir¬ 
ing  union  workers.  This  poses  problems  for  hiring 
Chinatown  residents,  because  few  construction  work¬ 
ers  from  the  community  are  union  members,  according 
to  Paul  Chan,  managing  partner  of  the  CPA  Lincoln 
Associates  LLC,  the  minority  developer. 

Upon  completion  in  2003,  the  project  will  support 
4,000  permanent  positions.  The  developer  will  require 
tenants  to  sign  a  First  Source  agreement  with  the  City 
of  Boston  under  which  the  tenant  will  notify  the  city  job 
bank  of  any  job  openings  five  days  before  advertising 
such  positions.  If  the  jobs  linkage  money  is  utilized 
soon,  community  residents  could  receive  the  training 
necessary  to  find  work  with  the  new  tenants. 

Like  the  Millennium  Place  community  benefits,  the 
One  Lincoln  Street  package  also  includes  money  for 
childcare.  In  fact,  the  $1,250,000  set  aside  for  childcare 
is  the  largest  monetary  commitment  for  such  care  to 
enter  the  community  to  date.  The  money  will  be  dis¬ 
bursed  to  the  BRA  upon  completion  of  the  project, 
thereby  leaving  nearly  three  years  for  Chinatown  to 
prepare  ahead  for  its  distribution.  Roxbury  does  not 
receive  similar  funds,  as  the  Parcel  18  development  was 
to  include  a  childcare  facility.  The  CNC  will  also  hold 
an  advisory  role  for  the  use  of  this  childcare  money,  as 
they  are  with  the  Millennium  Place  childcare  pay¬ 
ments. 

"We'll  hold  public  meetings  to  decide  what  the  best 
use  of  the  money  will  be,"  said  Moy.  For  that  matter, 
childcare  providers  in  Chinatown  may  even  be  able  to 
come  up  with  a  wish  list  for  how  the  money  could  be 
used.

Three  of  the  provisions  of  the  benefits  package 
included  reimbursements  to  the  BRA,  the  CNC,  the 
Parcel  18  Task  force  and  the  Dudley  Street 
Neighborhood  Initiative  totaling  $100,000  each.  The 
reimbursements  covered  a  variety  of  costs  that  the  par¬ 
ticipating  groups  incurred  during  the  selection  process 
for  the  majority  partner  and  for  planning  and  adminis¬ 
trative  costs.  These  groups  received  their  compensato¬ 
ry  payments  between  1988  and  1992. 

The  last  two  provisions  of  the  benefits  package  were 
affected  by  economic  problems  that  the  developers 
faced  in  1996  and  1997.  At  the  end  of  1996,  Bank  Boston 
foreclosed  on  the  Parcel  18  project.  Consequently,  that 
component  of  the  parcel-to-parcel  project  was 
dropped,  because  it  was  dragged  down  by  construction 
problems  and  resulting  litigation.  Nonetheless, 
Roxbury  has  received  all  of  the  payments  negotiated  in 
the  benefits  package.  Currently,  Northeastern 
University  owns  Parcel  18. 

Then,  in  1997,  Metropolitan  Structures,  the  majority 
partner,  wanted  to  pull  out  of  the  project,  as  they  lost 
interest  in  it  because  of  the  economic  downturn  and  the 
dim  prospects  in  the  Boston  real  estate  market.  So, 
Columbia  Plaza  Associates  bought  them  out.  In  1999, 
Gale  and  Wentworth  became  the  majority  partner. 

The  first  provision  affected  by  the  problems  with 
Parcel  18  was  the  equity  participation  with  a 
Chinatown  organization.  In  the  benefits  package,  the 
Chinese  Investment  Limited  Partnership  (CILP),  the 
Chinese  investors  in  the  CPA,  agreed  to  designate  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  Association  (CCBA) 
as  the  recipient  of  10%  of  CILP's  net  profit  after  recov¬ 
ery  of  cash  capital,  according  to  Chan.  The  CCBA 
would  receive  some  profits  while  maintaining  no  lia¬ 
bility;  therefore,  this  is  equivalent  to  receiving  a  dona¬ 
tion. 

In  light  of  the  aforementioned  problems  with  Parcel 
18,  the  CPA  sold  its  interest  in  the  Kingston  Bedford 
Joint  Venture,  the  overall  entity  including  both  majori¬ 
ty  and  minority  partners,  to  the  CPA  Lincoln 
Associates,  in  which  the  CCBA  was  not  included, 
according  to  Chan.  Currently,  no  organization  in 
Chinatown  has  been  named  as  the  new  beneficiary. 
The  Cl  Associates  LLC,  which  consists  of  the  Chinese 
investors  and  is  a  partner  in  the  CPA  Lincoln 
Associates  LLC,  will  work  with  the  BRA  to  designate 
another  recipient  in  the  future. 


The  financial  problems  that  struck  the  parcel-to-par¬ 
cel  project  in  1997  led  the  developers  to  approach  the 
CNC  in  1999  to  ask  for  some  relief  from  the  communi¬ 
ty  benefits  package.  The  CNC  and  the  BRA  agreed  to 
eliminate  two  parts  of  the  package  and  to  alter  the  pay¬ 
ment  schedule  of  another. 

The  first  item  eliminated  was  a  developer's  fee 
amounting  to  approximately  $930,000.  This  money 
would  have  been  added  to  the  coffers  of  the  Chinatown 
Trust.  The  developer's  also  asked  to  eliminate  the  last 
provision  completely;  it  called  for  the  creation  of  a 
$400,000  Challenge  Grant  that  would  be  used  to  devel¬ 
op  minority  capacity  at  management  level  in  the  real 
estate  industry.  The  intent  was  for  Chinatown  and 
Roxbury  to  solicit  matching  funds  totaling  $800,000  for 
the  grant. 

"The  training  of  real  estate  developers  is  a  notion  of 
the  1980s.  There  was  not  much  interest  to  pursue  this. 
The  two  communities  were  not  able  to  solicit  matching 
donations,  so  the  provision  was  eliminated,"  said 
Chan. 

The  developers  also 
asked  to  postpone  the 
decade-long  $800,000  pay¬ 
ments  until  the  completion 
of  the  project,  instead  of 
beginning  payments  at  the 
issuance  of  the  building 
permit. 

To  date,  these  have  been 
the  only  changes  to  the 
benefits  package. 

"The  money  coming  to 
Chinatown  is  basically  the 
same,"  said  Moy.  "The 
developers  found  a  way  to 
make  it  work.  They  made 
sure  that  the  benefits  were 
kept  as  negotiated.  They 
made  sure  that  Gale  & 

Wentworth  stuck  with  the 
benefits  [when  it  became 
the  new  majority  partner]," 
said  Moy  "The  Chinese 
investors  insisted  that  the 
benefits  remained  the 
same.  They  deserve  credit 
for  that  because  it  could 
have  been  more  money  in 


their  pockets." 

While  the  overall  success  of  the  parcel-to-parcel  pro¬ 
ject  is  debatable,  especially  in  light  of  the  problems 
with  the  development  of  Parcel  18,  what  is  certain  is 
that  Chinatown  will  benefit  from  the  construction  of 
One  Lincoln  Street.  The  linkage  and  community  bene¬ 
fits  will  infuse  needed  funds  into  a  cash-strapped  com¬ 
munity.  However,  as  is  the  case  with  all  developments, 
the  social  impacts  on  Chinatown  remain  to  be  seen. 
This  is  where  community-driven  use  of  the  money 
gained  from  the  project  comes  in.  The  CNC  and  com¬ 
munity  organizations  will  need  to  work  to  find  the  best 
use  of  the  assets  that  One  Lincoln  Street  and,  as  out¬ 
lined  in  the  previous  article.  Millennium  Place  have 
provided. 

Upon  completion,  these  projects  will  likely  affect  the 
cost  of  living  in  Chinatown,  so,  in  order  to  counter  this, 
well-planned  use  of  the  money  for  job  training  and 
housing  creation  could  help  mitigate  the  resulting  con¬ 
sequences  of  these  development.

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CCBA  to  Appeal  Judgment  in  KKCS  Case

The  Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  Association  (CCBA)  will  appeal 
Suffolk  Superior  Court  Justice  Margaret  Hinkle's  summary  judgment,  passed 
down  on  May  2,  2000,  that  ruled  in  favor  of  the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese  School 
(KKCS)  on  two  points.  The  judgment  found  that  the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese 
School  (KKCS)  was  an  organization  independent  of  the  CCBA  and  that  the 
promissory  note  for  $249,250  given  to  the  KKCS  by  the  CCBA  in  1984  should 
be  honored  along  with  accrued  interest. 

The  CCBA  will  base  its  appeal  on  two  issues  both  of  which  concern  the 
validity  of  the  promissory  note,  said  Tom  Drohan,  associate  lawyer  who  will 
work  with  the  CCBA's  lawyer  Tom  Kiley  on  the  appeal.  First,  the  CCBA 's 
lawyers  will  contend  that  David  S.  Y.  Wong,  the  president  of  the  CCBA  in 
1984,  was  not  authorized  by  the  CCBA's  board  of  directors  to  create  the  note. 
Second,  they  will  argue  that  there  was  a  lack  of  consideration  in  return  for 
the  note,  meaning  that  the  CCBA  never  received  the  money  from  the  KKCS. 

"The  appeal  is  of  the  summary  judgment.  It's  our  contention  that  those 
two  issues  would  establish  defenses  to  the  payment  of  the  note  such  that  the 
case  should  have  been  allowed  to  go  to  trial,"  said  Drohan.  (The  summary 
judgment  stopped  the  case  from  going  to  trial.) 

While  the  CCBA  has  paid  the  interest  on  the  promissory  note  until  just 
recently,  which  seemed  to  imply  acknowledgment  of  the  existence  of  the  debt 
and  note,  Drohan  said  "It's  our  position  that  making  payments  on  a  note  that 
is  invalid,  does  not  validate  the  note." 

Currently,  the  Appeals  Court  has  stayed  the  appellate  process.  On  March 
2,  both  the  KKCS  and  the  CCBA  will  file  conference  statements  that  will  be 
reviewed  by  a  retired  judge  who  will  consider  whether  the  case  could  be 
settled  through  mediation.  If  its  believed  that  mediation  would  be  success¬ 
ful,  both  sides  would  bring  their  conference  statements  and  sit  before  the 
judge  to  come  up  with  a  settlement. 

If  the  judge  finds  that  mediation  would  not  be  appropriate,  then  the 
CCBA  and  the  KKCS  would  need  to  file  appellate  briefs.  Then,  according 
to  Drohan,  it  could  take  up  to  two  years  for  a  decision  to  be  passed  down 
by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

"I  would  never  foreclose  attempting  to  achieve  an  out-of-court  resolu¬ 
tion  in  any  manner,  including  this  one,"  said  Drohan.

The  Legal  Immigration  &  Family  Equity  Act  (LIFE  Act)  of  2000 


The  Omnibus  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act  of  2001  contains  several 
immigration-related  provisions  including  the  reinstatement  of  Section  245(i) 
until  April  30,  2001 .  The  following  measures  are  included  in  the  Act: 

1.  Section  245(i)  grandfathered  until  April  30,  2001.  Applicants  must  prove  they 
were  physically  present  in  the  United  States  on  the  date  of  enactment  of  LIFE. 

2.  New  temporary  "V"  visa  created  for  the  spouses  and  minor  children  of  legal 
permanent  residents  in  the  backlog  for  three  years  or  more.  Recipients  of  this 
visa  would  be  protected  from  deportation,  and  granted  work  authorization. 

3.  New  temporary  "K"  status  created  for  spouses  of  U.S.  citizens.  This  provision 
expands  the  use  of  the  "K"  visa  to  allow  these  spouses  who  married  U.S.  citizens 
abroad  (and  their  minor  children)  and  are  awaiting  approval  of  their  green  card 
applications  to  enter  the  United  States.  Like  current  "K"  visa  holders,  these  "K" 
visa  holders  would  be  granted  work  authorization. 

4.  Opportunity  to  apply  for  adjustment  for  certain  late  legalization  class  mem¬ 
bers  (CSS  v.  Meese,  LULAC  v.  Reno,  and  INS  v.  Zambrano)  who  meet  the  mea¬ 
sure's  qualifications. 

5.  Protection  from  deportation  and  work  authorization  granted  to  the  spouses 
and  minor  children  of  late  legalization  applicants. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  245(i)  grandfathering,  individuals  must 
have  an  immigrant  visa  petition  or  a  labor  certification  application  on  file  with 
the  INS  or  Department  of  Labor  (DOL)  by  April  30, 2001.  Individuals  wishing  to 
file  under  the  new  grandfather  date  also  must  show  that  they  are  physically  pre¬ 
sent  in  the  United  States  on  the  day  the  bill  is  signed  by  the  President.  (The  phys¬ 
ical  presence  requirement  does  not  apply  to  245(i)  filings  for  individuals  with 
pre-January  14, 1998  priority  dates.) 

Any  beneficiary  of  an  immigrant  visa  petition  or  labor  certification  applica¬ 
tion  filed  before  April  30,  2001  will  be  able  to  apply  for  adjustment  of  status 
under  Section  245(i)  if  necessary.  However,  for  any  applications  filed  after 
January  14, 1998  (but  before  April  30,  2001)  the  applicant  must  prove  they  were 
physically  present  in  the  United  States  on  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  the  LIFE 
Act  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  Section  245(i)  adjustment  of  status. 

Questions  and  Answers: 

1.  What  is  the  new  Section  2 45(i)  provision? 

The  Legal  Immigration  and  Family  Equity  Act  of  2000  (LIFE  Act)  extends 
Section  245(i)  by  replacing  the  old  eligibility  cutoff  date  (January  14,  1998,  the 
"grandfather"  date)  with  a  new  date  or  April  30,  2001.  This  means  that  eligible 
people  have  until  April  30,  2001  to  file  an  immigrant  petition  of  labor  certifica¬ 
tion  application  to  be  eligible  to  adjust  their  status  in  this  country.  IMPORTANT 
NOTE:  The  LIFE  Act  added  a  new  "physical  presence"  requirement  which 
means  that  people  need  to  prove  that  they  were  actually  in  the  United  States  on 
the  date  of  enactment  of  this  measure,  December  21, 2000  in  order  to  be  eligible 
to  use  Section  245(i).  Under  the  changes  made  by  the  LIFE  Act,  Section  245(i)  will 
be  available  for  any  beneficiary  of  a  bona  fide  immigrant  visa  petition  (an  1-130, 
1-140,  or  1-360)  or  application  for  labor  certification  that  is  filed  on  or  before  April 
30, 2001.  Beneficiaries  of  immigrant  petitions  or  labor  certifications  that  are  filed 
after  the  old  deadline  of  January  14, 1998,  but  before  the  new  deadline  of  April 
30,  2001,  will  be  required  to  prove  that  they  were  physically  present  in  the 
United  States  on  December  21, 2000,  the  date  that  the  new  deadline  because  law. 
All  qualified  beneficiaries  will  be  "grandfathered-in"  under  Section  245(i)  even 
if  they  don't  actually  apply  for  adjustment  of  status  (by  submitting  form  1-485) 
until  after  the  April  30,  2001  deadline  as  long  as  a  bona  fide  immigrant  petition 
or  labor  certification  application  is  filed  before  that  date. 

2.  Who  can  benefit  from  the  new  Section  245(i)  provisions? 

A  person  who  is  eligible  for  permanent  residence  based  on  a  family  relation¬ 
ship  or  job  offer,  and  who  wishes  to  adjust  status  to  permanent  residence  with¬ 
out  leaving  the  United  States,  could  benefit  from  these  provisions.  Without 
Section  245(i),  most  persons  who  entered  the  United  States  without  inspection, 
overstayed  an  admission,  acted  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  their  status,  worked 
without  authorization,  entered  as  a  crewman,  or  were  admitted  in  transit  with¬ 
out  a  visa  would  not  have  been  eligible  to  adjust  status  in  the  United  States.  If 
an  individual  is  eligible  for  permanent  residence,  but  not  eligible  for  adjustment 
of  status  because  they  are  out  of  legal  status,  that  person  might  still  obtain  per¬ 
manent  residence  by  leaving  the  United  States  and  completing  the  process  for  an 
immigrant  visa  at  a  United  States  consulate  abroad.  However,  if  that  individual 
had  been  unlawfully  present  in  the  United  States  for  more  than  180  days,  he  or 


she  would  be  barred  from  reentering  the  United  States  for  at  least  3  years,  and 
as  long  as  10  years.  Under  Section  245(i),  an  eligible  individual  can  remain  in  the 
United  States  to  obtain  permanent  residence  through  adjustment  of  status,  and 
thus  never  trigger  these  entry  bars.  (Once  permanent  residence  is  obtained,  these 
entry  bars  no  longer  apply.)  Thus,  it  is  particularly  important  that  persons  who 
would  be  subject  to  the  bars  not  leave  the  United  States  at  all  until  the  adjust¬ 
ment  of  status  process  is  completed. 

3.  What  does  the  new  physical  presence  requirement  mean  and  how 
do  you  prove  compliance  with  it? 

Under  the  new  law,  beneficiaries  of  an  immigrant  petition  or  labor  certifica¬ 
tion  that  is  filed  after  the  old  deadline  of  January  14,  1998,  but  before  the  new 
deadline  of  April  30,  2001,  will  be  required  to  prove  that  they  were  physically 
present  n  the  United  States  on  the  date  that  LIFE  Act  is  signed  into  law, 
December  21,  2000.  A  joint  memorandum  that  Senators  Kennedy  (D-MA)  and 
Abraham  (R-MI)  wrote  clarifying  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  new  law  empha¬ 
sizes  that  the  function  of  the  physical  presence  requirements  is  to  make  sure  that 
the  renewed  availability  of  Section  245(i)  does  not  encourage  anyone  to  illegally 
enter  the  United  States  in  order  to  apply.  The  memorandum  also  states  "It  may 
be  difficult  for  an  individual  physically  present  on  the  day  of  enactment  to  estab¬ 
lish  his  or  her  presence  on  that  precise  date  to  qualify  for  245(i).  The  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service  (INS)  should  therefore  be  flexible  in  the  types  of  evi¬ 
dence  it  will  accept  to  establish  physical  presence  on  day  of  enactment.  For 
example,  the  kind  of  evidence  of  physical  presence  INS  ordinarily  accepts 
demonstrating  that  the  applicant  has  been  physically  present  during  a  reason¬ 
able  period  preceding  that  date,  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  or  declaration  that 
the  person  was  present  on  the  date  itself,  should  ordinarily  suffice." 

4.  How  does  a  person  file  to  take  advantage  of  the  new  Section 
245(i)? 

Any  person  who  will  need  Section  245(1)  in  order  to  adjust  status  must  ensure 
that  their  qualifying  1-130,  1-140,  1-360,  or  labor  certification  application  reaches 
the  applicable  government  agency  on  or  before  April  30,  2001.  Those  who 
choose,  and  are  eligible,  to  file  their  visa  petition  an  application  for  adjustment 
of  status  at  the  same  time  must  submit  the  application  for  adjustment  of  status 
under  Section  245(i)  (Form  I-485A)  along  with  the  petition  and  the  applicable 
fees. 

5.  Why  is  April  30,  2001  an  important  date? 

In  order  to  use  Section  245(i),  applicants  must  prove  that  a  bona  fide  immi¬ 
grant  visa  petition  or  labor  certification  application  was  filed  on  their  behalf  on 
or  before  April  30,  2001.  Therefore,  any  person  who  will  need  Section  245(i)  in 
order  to  adjust  status  must  file  their  1-130,  1-140,  1-360,  or  labor  certification 
application  before  April  30,  2001.  Any  person  whose  petition  is  filed  after  that 
date  will  not  be  eligible  for  Section  245(i),  will  be  required  to  process  an  immi¬ 
grant  visa  application  at  an  United  States  Consulate  abroad,  an  may  be  subject 
to  the  3/10  year  bars. 

6.  What  is  the  fee  and  when  do  you  need  to  pay  it? 

The  Section  245(i)  fee  is  still  $1,000  and  is  in  addition  to  any  other  filing  fees 
levied  by  the  INS.  The  $1,000  fee  is  paid  at  the  time  of  filing  the  Form  I-485A, 
which  is  submitted  along  with  the  standard  application  for  adjustment  of  status 
(Form  1-485).  There  are  some  circumstances  in  which  the  immigrant  petition  and 
the  adjustment  of  status  application  can,  at  the  applicant's  option,  be  filed  at  the 
same  time:  immediate  relatives  of  United  States  citizens  may  file  the  Form  1-130 
and  1-485  concurrently,  and  INS  has  indicated  that  it  plans  to  soon  allow  1-140 
petitions  and  I-485s  also  to  be  filed  concurrently.  However,  in  most  cases,  the 
adjustment  of  status  application  is  not  filed  until  after  the  immigrant  petition 
has  been  approved,  and  in  many  employment-based  cases  until  after  both  the 
labor  certification  and  immigrant  petition  have  each  been  approved.  Thus,  in 
many  cases,  the  fee  will  not  have  to  be  paid  before  the  April  30,  2001  deadline. 

7.  Do  the  new  Section  245(i)  provisions  give  a  person  work  autho¬ 
rization,  protection  from  deportation,  or  travel  permission? 

NO!  Section  245(i)  only  allows  people  who  illegally  entered  the  United  States 
or  are  ineligible  for  adjustment  of  status  under  Section  245(c)  to  apply  for  adjust¬ 
ment  of  status  in  the  United  States  if  they  are  otherwise  eligible  for  adjustment. 
It  offers  no  other  protections  or  rights.

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Singing  Across  the  Colorlines 

An  Interview  with  Singer/Songwriter  Kevin  So 


By  Louise  Chou 

Kevin  So,  an  Asian  American  singer/ songwriter, 
is  among  the  finest  of  this  younger  generation  of 
acoustic  artists.  He  has  been  nominated  six  times 
for  a  Boston  Music  Award.  His  music  style  is  a  mix 
of  traditional  blues  and  folk  infused  with  jazz  and 
hip-hop  beats.  He  has  found  a  niche  for  himself 
that  makes  him  special.  This  interview  gives  us  a 
picture  of  Kevin  So,  including  his  talent,  back¬ 
ground,  learning  experience,  music  style,  inspira¬ 
tion,  career  path,  and  his  contribution  to  our  com¬ 
munity. 

Background  and  learning  experience 

Kevin  was  born  and  raised  in  greater  Boston.  It  is 
hard  for  him  to  define  himself  as  purely  Chinese  or 
American.  As  he  approaches  American  culture,  he 
identifies  himself  as  Chinese.  Although  he  wishes 
he  could  write  Chinese,  he  speaks  fluent  Cantonese 
with  his  family.  Because  America  consists  of  differ¬ 
ent  peoples,  he  thinks  "being  American"  does  not 
only  include  white  skin  or  blue  eyes.  Consequently, 
he  expresses  racial  harmony  in  his  song,  "Just  Like 
You  (I'm  an  American)." 

Kevin  is  always  very  confident  about  his  music. 
He  realized  his  talent  when  he  was  young.  He  liked 
to  sing  along  with  the  radio  and  could  imitate  what 
he  heard  on  it  very  well.  He  says  God  gave  him  the 
gift  of  voice. 

His  music  talent  was  also  supported  and 
encouraged  by  his  family.  When  he  was  eleven 
years  old,  he  followed  his  brother  and  sister  in  tak¬ 
ing  classical  piano  lessons,  which  he  enjoyed.  At 
thirteen,  he  also  began  to  study  violin  with  Louis 
Siagel.  Siagel  became  Kevin's  hero  because  he  is  tal¬ 
ented  and  can  play  many  instruments.  Kevin  knew 
that  Siagel  was  at  the  level  that  he  wanted  to  be. 
However,  it  was  not  easy  to  achieve.  Therefore, 
Kevin  had  to  work  harder.  He  recalls  this  learning 
experience  was  very  challenging  and  enjoyable. 
Now,  besides  the  piano  and  the  violin,  Kevin  plays 
the  harmonica,  guitar  and  bass  guitar. 

Another  achievement  that  encouraged  Kevin  to 
develop  his  musical  talent  was  that  in  the  10th 
grade  he  was  invited  to  perform  in  the  Faneuil  Hall 
Marketplace  Cabaret.  It  was  an  honor  for  him  since 
there  were  only  16  spots  open  for  kids  from  New 
England,  and  he  got  in  after  a  couple  auditions. 
Deborah  Henson-Conant,  Music  Director  at  the 
Faneuil  Hall  Marketplace  Cabaret,  also  helped 
Kevin  develop  his  talent.  She  encouraged  Kevin  to 
sing  blues-influenced  songs  and  she  even  wrote 
songs  tailored  for  him. 

In  addition  to  music,  Kevin  has  acting  talent  as 
well.  After  the  summer  performance  and  training 
program  at  Faneuil  Hall  Marketplace  Cabaret, 

Kevin  joined  "Boston  Youth  Theater."  At  the  same 
time,  he  was  a  member  of  four  music  groups  in 
high  school.  The  groups  had  to  perform  for  "Music 
Night"  at  the  end  of  the  school  year— when  Kevin 
also  needed  to  act  in  Boston  Youth  Theater.  He 
loved  both  of  the  activities,  so  he  was  in  a  dilemma. 
Finally,  in  order  to  commit  to  his  violin  teacher.  So 
chose  Music  Night.  It  was  an  essential  decision  - 
because  if  he  had  chosen  acting,  he  might  have 
become  an  actor  today. 

After  graduating  from  high  school,  Kevin 
attended  the  University  of  Southern  California 
(USC)  where  he  majored  in  jazz  studies.  However, 
one  day  a  16-year-old  teenager  put  an  end  to 
Kevin's  jazz  piano  career  (Kevin  says  jokingly). 

This  teenager  played  the  piano  so  well  that  Kevin 
thought  he  could  never  make  jazz  piano  his  career. 

While  at  USC,  Kevin  also  teamed  up  with  his 
classmates  to  organize  a  band  called  Square  One. 
They  played  at  college  parties  and  clubs  in  Los 
Angeles.  However,  because  he  and  his  band  lacked 
experience,  the  band  broke  up.  Kevin  recognized 
that  most  of  the  problems  with  bands  concerned 
human  relationships,  not  to  the  music  itself. 

When  Kevin  decided  to  choose  music  as  his 
career,  his  mother  was  kind  of  worried  about  him 
because  she  was  unfamiliar  with  this  territory.  His 
mother  suggested  he  learn  computer  science  where 
many  first  generation  Chinese  Americans  choose 
their  careers. 

In  addition,  in  the  music  business,  it  is  difficult 
to  get  rewards  even  though  you  work  hard. 
Nevertheless,  Kevin  does  not  regret  his  decision. 

He  believes  that  there  is  another  reward:  the  music. 
Kevin  would  like  to  affect  people  through  music. 
His  family  respects  his  decision  and  is  supportive. 


His  father  held  the  philosophy:  "Let  them  play." 
His  brother  and  sister  have  acted  as  his  role  models 
and  support  him  very  much.  Although  his  mother 
is  worried  about  him,  she  gives  him  a  lot  of  love 
and  takes  care  of  him.  Kevin  taped  his  father's 
voice  and  introduced  his  brother,  Keith,  in  his  CD, 
"Along  The  Way."  '  •

Music  style  and  inspiration 

Kevin  likes  African  American-influenced  music- 
blues,  jazz,  and  rap.  His  songs  are  influenced  by 
Bruce  Springsteen,  Billy  Joel,  Stevie  Wonder,  James 
Taylor,  Bob  Dylan,  Lionel  Richie,  and  Robert 
Johnson.  His  style  is  a  mix  of  a  little  everything— 
pop,  blues,  jazz,  and  folk.  He  uses  many  metaphors 
and  rhymes  in  his  songs.  The  topics  he  touches  on 
represent  a  broad  range.  He  has  addressed  many 
social  issues  such  as  racial  harmony.  He  shares  his 
feelings  about  his  family  and  his  journeys  in  his 
songs.  Moreover,  he  also  writes  funny  love  songs; 
his  special  style  has  garnered  attention  and  praise 
from  Richie  Havens,  Martin  Sexton,  Ellis  Paul, 

Chris  Trapper,  Mary  Lou  Lord,  and  David  Wilcox. 

Kevin  has  dedicated  himself  to  writing  songs.  In 
fact,  he  started  to  write  songs  when  he  was  14.  So 
far,  he  has  written  up  to  500  songs,  of  which  he 
performs  100  publicly.  Kevin's  inspiration  comes 
from  moments  of  stress,  times  of  anger  or  struggle, 
and  stories  of  his  life-all  those  emotions  create  a 
certain  tension  that  needs  to  be  released. 

He  thinks  it  is  easy  to  start  a  song,  but  it  can  be 
hard  to  finish  one.  Some  songs  only  took  him  five 
to  ten  minutes  to  finish;  some  took  him  more  than  a 
year.  For  example,  "The  Great  Wall,"  which  he 
dedicated  to  his  father,  took  him  two  years  to  com¬ 
plete. 

Another  form  of  inspiration  for  his  songs  comes 
from  his  travels.  In  the  spring  of  1996,  he  was  invit¬ 
ed  to  perform  at  the  Kerrville  Folk  Festival  in 
Texas.  It  was  a  life  changing  experience  for  him. 

The  audience  gave  him  positive  feedback  and  his 
CDs  sold  well.  This  encouraged  him  to  go  on  tour. 
A  few  months  later,  he  started  touring  and  playing 
in  many  major  cities  in  the  United  States.  This  jour¬ 
ney  also  gave  him  chances  to  view  different  things 
beyond  his  own  life.  It  also  inspired  him  to  write 
more  songs.  For  instance,  "5  Days  in  Memphis"  is 
one  of  his  masterpieces.  He  has  also  performed  in 
Switzerland,  London,  Germany,  Milan, 

Amsterdam,  and  Hong  Kong.  On  the  average, 
Kevin  performs  almost  200  gigs  a  year. 

Kevin  shared  another  unforgettable  story,  which 
occurred  during  his  travels.  Two  musicians,  George 
and  Andy,  were  performing  together  in  a  bar  in 
Ohio.  George,  40,  was  a  singer  and  jazz  piano  play¬ 
er.  Andy,  82,  played  saxophone.  Their  performance 
was  phenomenal,  and  Kevin  was  touched.  He  pic¬ 
tured  himself  as  George  and  Andy.  If  he  ended  up 
like  them,  playing  in  bars  when  he  was  older,  he 
thought  it  would  be  just  fine.  Kevin  chatted  with 
them,  and  they  invited  Kevin  to  perform  on  stage. 
After  Kevin's  performance,  George  and  Andy  gave 
him  a  lot  of  encouragement. 

Career  and  goals 

Kevin  started  his  music  career  in  February  1995. 
Since  then,  he  has  released  six  CDs,  including  two 
special  editions  written  and  arranged  by  him.  He 
also  established  a  music  studio,  Kevin  So  & 
WingBone  Music,  to  produce  his  music.  The  reason 
for  naming  the  studio  "WingBone"  is  that  the  pro¬ 


nunciation  of  this  word  is  similar  to  his  Chinese 
first  name.  Actually,  Kevin  cannot  really  choose  his 
market  and  he  never  targets  his  music  at  any  spe¬ 
cific  group.  His  audience  is  universal,  including 
Caucasians,  African  Americans,  Latinos,  and  Asian 
Americans.  Kevin  believes  music  is  a  color-blind, 
universal  language.  It  has  power  to  communicate 
with  people  and  connect  them  together.  As  long  as 
his  songs  can  express  his  true  feelings  and  stimu¬ 
late  people's  emotions,  those  people  of  any  color 
may  support  him. 

Kevin  points  out  a  myth  that  a  performer  has  to 
establish  some  sort  of  legitimacy.  If  he  or  she  is 
famous,  people  believe  him  or  her.  If  not,  it  might 
be  very  difficult  to  survive  in  this  competitive 
music  world.  Therefore,  Kevin  established  his 
music  studio  to  provide  more  services  related  to 
music.  For  instance,  his  studio  will  also  produce 
other  acoustic  artists'  work.  It  will  also  become  a 
music  education  center,  which  would  offer  all 
kinds  of  music  for  the  community.  Thus,  "Kevin  So 
&  WingBone  Music"  will  serve  as  Kevin's  backup 
plan.  He  also  wants  to  change  his  focus  to  teaching 
music  from  performing  when  he  turns  forty. 
Consequently,  this  studio  also  can  facilitate  this 
education  service. 

At  present,  he  would  like  to  write  more  songs  to 
dedicate  to  his  father.  He  also  plans  to  turn  the 
time  back  to-1982,  when  everything  was  simple  to 
him,  and  touch  those  feelings  again.  He  thinks  now 
he  is  smarter,  but  he  was  happier  then.  He  wants  to 
search  for  that  happy,  simple  life  in  his  memory 
and  infuse  those  emotions  into  his  songs. 

In  five  years,  he  wishes  to  have  people  work 
with  him  and  have  musicians  and  a  band  play  with 
him.  In  terms  of  his  career  goals,  he  wants  to  per¬ 
form  his  music  in  venues  with  thousands  of  seats  in 
major  cities  in  the  world  and  share  this  achieve¬ 
ment  with  his  family.  He  also  wants  to  contribute 
to  the  Asian  American  community  by  giving  lec¬ 
tures  to  kids,  teaching  them  music,  telling  them  to 
stay  away  from  drugs  and  guns,  and  inspiring 
them  to  express  themselves  through  music.  As 
mentioned,  his  studio  will  become  an  open-minded 
music  education  center  and  serve  as  a  library  of 
music  for  kids  and  young  adults.  There,  they  will 
be  able  to  listen  to  all  kinds  of  CDs,  and  watch 
musical  videos.  That  is  also  one  of  his  plans  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  Asian  American  community. 

Kevin  has  performed  at  many  charity  fundrais¬ 
ing  benefits  for  organizations  such  as  The  New 
England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers,  and  the 
American  Heart  Association.  He  believes  music 
and  the  arts  are  a  very  powerful  and  non-violent 
way  to  make  the  Asian  American  community  bet¬ 
ter.  He  agrees  that  some  stereotypes  of  Chinese 
characters  exist  in  people's  minds  because  many  of 
the  stereotypes  are  true.  Changing  these  stereo¬ 
types  is  up  to  the  community.  It  has  to  band  togeth¬ 
er  and  make  a  difference. 

In  the  end,  Kevin  would  like  to  give  some 
advice  to  kids  and  young  adults  who  learn  music 
and  choose  it  as  their  careers.  He  encourages  kids 
and  young  adults  not  to  be  afraid  of  taking 
chances.  He  reminds  them  to  be  careful  and  stay 
away  from  drugs.  Sharing  with  his  personal  painful 
experience,  he  analyzes  that,  in  many  cases,  drugs, 
social  aspects,  sex,  and  money  issues  usually  come 
with  music.  The  culture  of  the  music  world  makes 
people  easily  confused  about  the  status  of  being  a 
musician.  These  kids  and  young  adults  might  lose 
their  sight  of  music  or  even  themselves.  Kevin  also 
suggests  they  learn  about  their  culture  and  evaluate 
their  past.  It  helps  them  to  stay  conscious  and  keep 
them  ahead.  That  is  why  Kevin  keeps  documenting 
his  life  by  writing  songs.  Also,  he  wants  kids  and 
young  adults  to  keep  in  touch  with  their  families 
and  maintain  a  proactive  relationship  with  them. 

Kevin  believes  the  prize  comes  with  hard  work. 
Therefore,  he  continues  to  write  more  songs  and 
perform  his  music.
